Stock Shares 
To be Returned 


An unusual civil suit in which the 
three Gettysburg banks are interest­ 
ed as plaintiffs is on trial this week 
before the county court in Chambers­ 
burg. 
A bill in eouity was brought by 
the First National hank of Gettys­ 
burg, the Gettysburg National bank 
and the Citizens’ Trust company, of 
Gettysburg, and the First National 
bank, 
of 
Gaithersburg, Maryland, 
against Harry G. Wolf, president, j 
and other officers and directors of The j 
Wolf company, of Chambersburg. 
The trial commenced 
Wednesday 
morning before Judge Watson 
R. 
Davidson at Chambersburg and will 
continue the remainder of the week. 
Gettysburg Hoople who testified for 
the plaintiff banks were Harry L. 
Snyder, 
treasurer of the Citizens’ 
Trust company; I. L. Taylor, presi­ 
dent of the

bank, and E. W. Thomas, executive 
vice president of the First National 
bank of Gettysburg.

The banks are the holders of pre- J 
ferred stock of the Wolf company and I 
allege that in 1921 the Wolf company [ 
declared a large stock dividend, none 
of which was distributed to the plain- I 
tiff hanks, and also that in 1921, the 1 
Wolf company sold to 1J. G. Wolf, 
its president, a large 
number 
of 
shares of its treasury stock at a price 
considerably below its actual value. 
The suit is to compel the Wolf com­ 
pany to recall the capital stock is­ 
sued as a stock dividend and to com­ 
pel H. G. Wolf to return his sharer he 
purchased from the company in 1921.
